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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-21 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The applicant argues that the form-fitting 
engagement between layers is lacking in the cited references 

Information Disclosure Statement

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. A phrase which makes claim 17 indefinite is "a 
tongue formed in one section in opening formed in an adjoining". Change "in" to - - 
engaging an - - to overcome this rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 9-16 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Perkins. Perkins shows a tubular body 10 made of a sheet of rolled up 
cardboard folded at score lines 52-60. Sequential layers 38 and 46, see Figures 6 and 
7, have a form-fitting engagement between the tongue 80, 81 , 84 of layer 46 and the 
opening 82, 86 cut in layer 38. Perkins discloses that the use of adhesive between 
layers is well known in the art. The direction of the flutes is inherent to rolled cardboard 
sheets. These claims require only one form-fitting connection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 allowed because they require "some sequentially disposed layers are 
securely connected ... through form-fitting engagement". 

Claims 17-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action 
because "successive sections are securely connected ... through form-fitting 
engagement". 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
